I also 
want it made known that hence­ 
forth there will be rigid inspec­ 
tion and that ail anti-toxin pur- 
t based by the state will be ab­ 
solutely the best that can be ob­ 
tained regardless of cost since 
safeguarding of the public health 
is the most important of all gov­ 
ernment functions.
